Anti-Semitism 

“You make a big fuss about being opposed to the Jews, 
loday. in ihe 2(11 li century, isn’t anti-Semitism passe? Aren't 
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the Jews human beings too? A rail there also while Jews? 
Isn't it a batl sign fonts ihui weGOmillio n Go rma ns a re a fra id 
of swo million Jews?” 


"Careful! Try to think logically; 

L If we were only anti-Semitic, then yes, that would 
indeed he passe, But we are also Socialist. We can’t 
have one without the other: Socialism, that is, the 
freedom of I he German workers, and thus of the 

German nation, can only be achieved hi opposition 
to the Jews, and because we want Germany’s liberty, 
and Socialism, we are anti-Semitic. 

2. Granted, the Jews are human beings too None of us has 
ever doubted that. Bui by the same token, lie as are 
animals too — just noi very agreeable ones. And since 
fleas arc not agreeable animals, we do not have a moral 
obligation to protect them and to let them thrive so that 
they will bite and torment us, btu rather must put them 
out of commission.

And for tilts reason, they rightly 
feci cast out from a society ( by whatever name: people, state or 
nation) which silently tolerates the situation. Under such 
conditions, l he security of the people breaks down, and they 


become divided into two factions

Through such iniemal division, this nation is eliminated as power 
of consequence in the grand scale of history.
